A large part of the opt in for video requests is based on the interaction law enforcement has with the 
community. The agencies with the best opt in rate are the ones that are actively sharing on social media, having 
community outreach speak at meetings and spread via word of mouth. 

In regards to video requests you should also be looking to see if you can accumulate tips not just footage on the 
portal. When you put a video request out it goes to ring device owners who have footage during the timeframe 
the incident occurred. There are people who are on the app that may have seen something that can be helpful 
even though they don't own a security camera. 

I have noticed you have been posting alerts and receiving feedback from the community. You are doing a gxeat 
job interacting with them and this will be critical in regards to increased opt in rate. The more users you have 
the more useful information you can collect.
